Kiel, JoM SO.— The AaMrlcaa men 
oC warsmeii won two dm* (ji mc( 
aad a tbird In MondaTe m 
tbe boats of tbe German fleet. The 
lAaiericanB had five boats entered in 
four events while the Germans had 37, 
and tbe American crews were not fa- 
miliar wltb tbe course and had not 
speclallj trained for the oecaal<». 

More than 100 sallinf launches cot- 
•red the lower bay Monday momlng, 
for, besides the boats against which 
tbe American crews raced, 80 German 
'boata took part In seven other events. 
'The closest contest and the on* which 
'attracted most atteattoa hon Cbt Qtr\ 
mans was that between the' large 
launches. Lieut. Mustln led after tbe 
first quarter of a mile and gradually 
Increased his lead until near the finish 
be 1^ 0Be-«I|hth of a mile ahead of 
*tht *'Bk^ F»«iibisco*s launch. Then 
what waa probably a civilian's yacht, 
which waa running obliquely, yelled 
something unintoUigible to Lieut. Mus- 
tln and a few moments later the stran- 
ger's bowsprit ran through tba tail of 
tbe Kearsarge's launch. teaHatf- Mvay 
part of it 

Before the two boats could be dis- 
entangled the San Francisco's launch 
passed and a hundred yards behind her 
the launch of the Kaleer Wllhelm der 
GroEse. Lieut Muslin and Ensign 
Steel both outsailed the Oerman boats 
in turning the baoys, gaiding aeveral 
seconds on each turn. 

The Chicago's small cutter competed 
in another race and came in s«'Cond, 
being beaten eight leu|;th8 by a boat 
manned with men from the ■upcror's 
yacht HobenzoIIem. 

The emperor preaented the prises to 
tbe winners at the yacht elnb Monday 
night, In the shape of personal gifts 
to the officers commanding tlie 
launches.

A Woman In Cincinnati Clalma Thai 
the Lieutenant Married Her While 
Ha Wm An Enllated doldler 
at Pert Thomaa, Ky. 

Chicago. Jane 80.— Lieut. William K 
MeCue. of the United States army, hki 
disappeared with a charge' of bigamy 

hanging over bis head, and a deserted 
bride of two weeks mourns his absenc4 
and fears he has committed suicide. 
The bride waa Miaa Viola Simon, of 
San Francisco, who married him after 
a courtahip of leaa than a fortnight 
Sha Is now in this city waiting for 
money with which to return ta her 
father's house. 

About the time tbe lieutenant was 
bidding his bride good-bye Monday 
morning and telling her that he would 
soon return a woman in Cincinnati, 
who says she is his wife, informed the 
chief of police there that he had con- 
tracted a bigamous marriage. She 
said her marriage took place while 
McCue waa an enllated soldier station- 
ed at Fort Thomas. 

The exposure was brought on when 
Lieut. MeCiie asked bis new father-in- 
law to send cards annotmcing the wed- 
ding to the woman in Cincinnati who 
now claims to be bis wife. She haa 
been living there under the name of 
Ida Weatcott, and had corresponded 
regularly with McCue until 1900. 

McCue and his bride arrived in Chi- 
cago nine days ago. She said Monday 
that he told her they were going to 
Fort Porter, N. T., where hie regiment 
bad been assigned to duty. 

Mrs. McCue said Monday night: 

"When my husband left Mondav 
morning he said he was going to get 
his pay and transportation at army 
headquarters. I waited until noon and 
then went to see Oen. Bates. My huj- 
band bad not been thdre, and then 1 
feared the worst." 

The deserted liride'p father Is Slg- 
mund L. Simon, who has Itten cashier 
and bookkeeper in the sheriff's office 
in San Francisco for 25 years. Mr. 
Simon communicated with Chief of 
Police O'Neill Monday through the San 
Francisco chief, and arrangementa arc 
making to send Mrs. McCue to San 
Francisco Tuesday. 

The Lieutenant Returns. 

A few minutes before midnight 
Lieut. McCue returned, saying that he 
had spent the day at Fort Sheridan 
The bride, in the meantime, had left 
the hotel and up to a late hour McCue 
bad not been able to find her. He pos 
itively denlea the charge of bigamy. 

Attf-T his return to tbe hotel Monday 
niKht Lieut. McCue was told the exact 
nature of the charge aj^alnst him. He 
made the following statement: 
. "I never was married to Ma Wen- 
cott, all reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding. My courtship with Mrs. 
MfCue was not a hasty one. 1 met 
her in San Francisco before I went to 
the Philippines. I have a ten days 
extension of leave from Washington, 
which doe a not expire until July 1."

When Judfue Redwine issued the order 
traaslerring tha Curt Jett aad Tom 
While ease from Breathitt to the Har- 
rison Circuit Court, he ttxik Harrison 
County completely by surprise. Such a 
move had not been thought of here, and 
at first the telefi^rams of Inquiry to news- 
paper correspondents were not seriously 
oontiderad. Yet, on rvfleotion, it is essy 
to understand the sction of Judge Red- 
wine, and that his judgment is sound 
none can deny. 

Judge Redwine realized that be had 
made a mistake in tryipic the esse in 
Jackson. The result may prove, though, 
that the mistake waa rather a fortunate 
one; tor, by first having demonatrated 
that a thorough, complete and honest 
trial could not be had at tbe borne of the 
fends, the transfer shows that Bedwioe 
is anxious that justice be done and that 
every phase of tbe miserable business 
may be examined and paased apoa by a 
people who are interested in no way 
save to preeerve tbe honor and integrity 
of the State, to remove a fonl stigma 
Iron) tbe name of Kentucky, and to prove 
to the world that Kentookiana will not 
stand for ilebaucberiee of lawlOMneaa 
and crime. 

Harrison Coanty was selected, it is be- 
lieved, not alone because her citizens 
wear the proud badge of a peaceable and 
law-abiding people who abhor and de- 
test murder and assassination, and be- 
cause they are just, honest, fair, ready to 
aflTord an impartial bearing to all parties ; 
but tbe county as geographically situated 
becomes tbe logical ground for the new 
trial. 

Of course Judge Kedwina could not rr- 
move the trial to another ooonty in his 

Judicial district, for he himself, to si- 
lence criticiem, must withdraw from the 
case. 

He could not have transferred it to 
any other mountain county, because in 

nearly all of them, to a (jreater or less 
extent, tbe same ethics in regard to auch 
cases obtain ; and none of them could be 

entirely free from suspicion, no matter 
how just and fearless their oilicials may 

be. 

Clark County could not haTe been ae- 
lected beeaase it is the borne of a num- 
ber of refugees and sympathizers with 
both factions, and tbe feeling is pro- 
nounced.

Jackaon. Ky., June 80.— Conaiderabig 
aurpriae waa created Monday by aa 

announcement from Circuit Judge Red- 
wine that he will not vacate the bench 
during the special term of court called 
for next week. Tbe apeclal term waa 
called in order that a special grand 
Jury night investigate the assaasina* 
tlon of Jim Oockrell and Dr. Cos, mem- 
bers of the Cockrell faction who were 
assassinated prior to the killing of 
Marcum. Dr. Cox was killed In April, 
1802, and Cockrell in July of the aame 
year. The aasaaain of Cockrell fired 
tha shot from a room in the court- 
house while Dr. Cox waa killed as be 
passed a stahla owned by Judge Har* 
gis. 

The burning of B. J. Ewen's hotel 
and other cases of araon and tbe at* 
tempt to bribe Bwen to perjure him- 
aelf during the trial of Jett and Whltd 
will also be probed at th* special term. 

Judge Redwine, in making his an- 
nouncement, declared that the clamor 
from the outside for a special judge 
waa untimely and based on a miscon* 
caption aa to the exigencies of the sit- 
uation. He said that he believed It 
to be his duty and to the best interests 
of justice that he remain on the ben^h 
and not throw the responsibility on the 
shoulders of some one else. It has 
been generally understood that Judge 
Redwine was requested by Gov. Beck- 
ham to allow a trial judge to sit dur- 
ing the coming spedal term. A simi- 
lar request made liy tbe governor 
prior to the Jett and White trial did 
not reach Judge Redwine until after 
tbe investigation was begun. 

A prominent merchant who arrirsd 
In town MciiuKtv derided to anmnmcj 
his return home after the fashion fa- 
vored liy many Jackson rtsidenfs when 
Ihey are in exuberant spirits. He pull- 
ed his pistol as be stepped off the 
train and waa about to puncture the 
heaTeas with a fountain of bulleta. 
The quirkness of I lie .Tarksonlan on 
the trigger was fif no avail A sentry 
of I lie provost Ruai d wan (luli ker and 
grabl)e(l the gun before the merchant 
could shoot. The offender was taken 
before Police Judge Cardwell. wi^ 
Imposed a line of $26 and costs for 
carrying concealed and deadly weap- 
ons.
